Extensive Improvements to the Ncw|N>H 


Plant Begun. 


During Newport's long season of 


quietude and inactivity, when the draw 
upon the city water works is steady and 
changeless the sediment which natu- 
rally collects in the many miles of pipes 
running through the various streets 
remains undisturbed, the water flow- 
ing clear and sparkling.but when sum- 
mer comes and the streets havo to he 
watered the constant opening of hy- 
drants makes such an additional draft 
upon the How that the sediment is 
stirred up and the water so discolored 
that the many takers cry out in alarm. 
It is with a view to overcoming this 
unpleasant condition of things that Mr. 


1 George'Norman Weaver, the engineer, 
has been in town for the past few days. 


The supply has been changed from 


Eastoh's pond, the main reservoir, to 
that at Paradise and all the main and 
tributary pipes are 
being 
flushed 


(blown out) as rapidly as possible, 
which accounts for the absence of 
water in certain sections of the city 
during a part of each of the past few 
days. In addition to this, in the hope 
of preventing the recurrence of the 
trouble nnd, if possible, to improve the 
appearance of the water, 
the lower 


dam is to be built three feet higher, to 
prevent the possibility of any salt 
water getting into the fresh, and a 
channel is to 
be built from the 


bridge on Water-works road to the 
large well opposite the pumping sta- 
tion, which will catch the products 
of the several springs known to exist 
in that locality. 
This channel will be 


about 500 feet in length, 10 feet in depth 
and 4 feet in width, and connect witl: 
the well through a complete system of 
filtering. 
The main pond will also 


have a1 similar connection with this 
well, to be.used only when the supply 
from the new channel proves inade- 
quate to the demand, all the water 
used by the city to be pumped from 
the well. 


These improvements w ere begun yes- 


terday by a largo gan g of workmen and 
will be pushed to as early a completion 
as possible. The work will be done in 
accordance to plans of Engineer Nor- 
man Weaver under the superintend- 
ence of Mr. William Cole, formerly of 
this city, who has just returned from 
superintending the introduction of a 
new water works system at Hoosac 
Falls, N. Y. It is expected to have the 
work completed in about six weeks , 
and when the source of 
supply is 


changed back from the Paradise reser- 
voir it will be to this system.

These four gen- 
tlemen served in a similar capacity at 
the funeral of Miss Whipplc, Admiral 
Wcrdcn's niece, a few weeks ago. Be- 
side a largo number of cottagers there 
were present Col. C. L. Best and sev- 
eral officers from Fort Adams; Com- 
mander W. T. Sampson and officers of 
the Torpedo Station; Capt. A. R. Yatcs 
and officers of the Naval Training Sta- 
tion; Lieut.

The Galatea's Voyage. 


Land and Water of the 3d hint, says: 


"The Galatea, ninety-ton cutter, Lieu- 
tenant Helm, Royal Navy, sailed from 
Southampton Water on Sunday after- 
noon for Boston, United States, to ful- 
fil her challenge for the possession of 


"the 
America's cup, and it is expected 


she will make the passage in about 
twenty-five days. She was preceded 
by only a few hours by the once cele- 
brated racing schooner Miranda, which 
lias been purchased by an American 
yachtsman, and will in future air her 
flag on the other side of the Atlantic. 
The Galatea's topimist and general rac- 
ing gear bad been sent on by one of the 
liners. She is under the command of 
Captain Bradford, ami has a picked 
crew of twenty-four hands all told; but 
she will be navigated across the "her- 
ring pond" by her enterprising owner, 
who is accompanied by Mrs. Ilenn. 
The vessel is stored for a six months' 
voyage, so there is no chance of the 
bread locker running short. She will 
proceed direct to Marblehead, Mass., to 
refit prior to the races. She got under 
way under a bright midsummer sun- 
shine and a light breeze from the south- 
east, and was accompanied down the 
Solent by the schooner lanira, Captain 
Hargreaves, hearty greetings being ex- 
changed between the crews when the 
two vessels parted company." 


The schooner Miranda is a well known 


cup winner, and a yacht that bas been 
credited by the London Field with win- 
ning more cups during her racing ca- 
reer than any other yacht in Great Bri- 
tain. She was designed and built by 
John Harvey at Wiveuhoe, Eng., and 
before (the era of heavy lead keels, 
though she lugs now twenty-six tons 
to steady her when carrying sail. Mr. 
Harvey is a resident of this country 
and he will be well represented here by 
such crafts as the cutters Bedo uin, 
Wcnonah and Oriv'a, and the saucy 
schooner Miranda. This schooner has 
been purchased by a Mr. Johnson of 
Boston. Both vessels arc expected to 
arrive early the coming week.

sized minnows hooked through tho 
back in such n milliner as not to kill 
them, After tho lines hud boon down 
the first night I took from thorn in tho 
morning twenty-live good-sized salmon 
trout. Kuch successive morning there- 
after I got a less and loss 'number, un- 
til on tho eighth day tho number had 
diminished to about seven or eight. 
Hut the astonishing part of it was, that 
the bait was gone from every liook just 
the sumo as it was on tho first morning, 
when 1 made the big catch. I knew 
that the trout were not all untight out, 
but it was very apparent that I could 
not catch any more without removing 
to a now ground and cutting it now set 
of holes, which 1 accordingly did, 
about u quarter of a mile from my for- 
mer grounds. There my results were 
the same as before, and after fishing 
seven or eight days, I found it would 
bo necessary for mo to movo again. 
One day I ran a lino of books in such a 
direction, that ono of them cnino over ii 
rocky bar whore there was open water. 
I saw there was an opportunity for an 
experiment, which I at once decided to 
try. I fastened tho upper mill of tho 
lino to an overhanging pioco of brush, 
so that nothing could interfere with 
tho bait bolow without decidedly mov- 
ing tho brush.

ers, interested in the education of youth, 
it the sessions of tho American Insti- 
tute of Instruction held in Dar Harbor 
,ast week, was very largo and there can 


littlo donbt but that pleasure and 


profit have boon derived from the vari- 
ous excellent papers that were read 
and the discussion following them. 
The ono subject of all others presented 
which should have the careful attention 
of Hhude Islanders, was that in refer- 
ence to tho teaching of temperance in 
tho public schools, and which was pre- 
sented by a Mr. Gustavsoii, a native of 
Sweden, who is a finely cultured gentle- 
man visiting tlio United States for tho 
[mrpuso of studying our educational 
system. It is his emphatically express- 
ed opinion that tompovanco should be 
taught in the public schools, and that 
the study of the subject of hygioi;^ is 
ono that should bo made a part of our 
school system. Mr. (iiislavson is par- 
ticular to recommend that the children 
should study only' such fads and llg- 
urcs relating to temperance as have the 
endorsement of the very best authori- 
ties. In his judgment much harm is 
done by exaggeration of the results of 
drinking habits, and in this particular 
as well as in others, we entirely agree 
with him. The subject of temperance 
is one that can be made a study in the 
schools without injury to any child, for 
Roman Catholic and Protestant can 
alike receive benefit from it. \Vlien the 
gentlemen 
comprising 
the 
school- 


boards observe, as they must observe, 
how much harm is done to children by 
tho failure to instruct them in ethics, 
and how indifferent to everything of a 
religious nature the majority of the 
youth is getting, then it cannot be dif- 
iicult for them to bring themselves to 
the belief that tho neglect to teach tho 
children what is desirable in relation to 
tho subject of temperance, may lead to 
deplorable results, which, otherwise, 
might be entirely prevented.

and all who conic in contact with 
"Tommy" soon llml themselves sharing 
his love for it,and developing a genuine 
Interest in this fascinating and difficult 
pastime. 
Pettitt'B wonderful carver 


as a tennis player is familiar to most 
of our readers, but a few particulars in 
regard to our leading amateurs may be 
of interest, as most of them will proba- 
bly bo present at tho tournament which 
will bo held at the Court during the 
last week in August. It is expected 
that tho lion. Henry Herbert willjigain 
be here, and the presence of several of 
the best English players is a possibility 
which we sincerely hope will bo real- 
ized. 


Tennis wns first played, on this side 


of the water, in Moston, whore Mr. Hol- 
lis Ilunncwcll and Mr. Nathaniel Tliay- 
er erected ft court about ten years ago. 
Great interest was taken in tho game 
from the first and it has continued ever 
fiinco. Under Pettitt's tuition a num- 
ber of players have been formed who 
have achiuvcd considerable reputation 
as skilful players. 
For several years 


thore were a number who stood about 
equal, but gradually Mr. Arthur Jlun- 
nowell and Mr. Itohcrt G. Shaw drew 
away from tho rest, and in 1SS2 Mr. 
Hunnewell was generally considered to 
bo a bisque better than Mr. Shaw.' The 
latter gentleman then ceased playing 
and for some timo Mr. Hunnewoll bold 
the undisputed title of amateur champi- 
on. For a time there was no ono to 
contest his supremacy, but in 1SS-1 Mr. 
Fisko Warren, who had entered the 
court about five years before, was be- 
ginning to press him rather closely, and 
Mr. It. U. Metcalf who began playing 
in 1SSI, was not far behind, receiving 
but half-fifteen from tho loaders. 
In 


that jear Mr. Warren defeated 31. 
George Iirin(|iiaiit, then champion of 
Franco, at the Casino Court. Last year 
Mr. Warren was on even terms with 
Mr. Hunno\vell, but no championship 
match took place. Mr. Warren, how- 
ever, as our readers will recollect, de- 
feated the lion. Henry Herbert (who 
having defeated M. Drinquant was then 
the French champion) at tho Casino 
court in a most stubborn contest and 
firmly established 
his

as 


a strong match player. In the final 
round it will also bo remembered that 
be narrowly escaped defeat at tlio hands 
of Mr. Mctcalf who it was thought 
would have won but for lack of condi- 
tion. It was much regretted that Mr.

at tlic Uoslon Court. H proved lo be 
the finest amateur contest ever seen in 
tins country, and after two hours and a 
half of flic hardest kind of play Mr. 
Mctcalf was the winner by the follow- 
ng score:—H-D, ii-f), (I-:), U-S, O-L'. The 
double title is now therefore held by 
Mr. Mctcalf who was given n handsome 
silver medal. Although not obliged to 
do so, he will probably defend tlie tiflc 
against the, winner of the coming tour- 
nament. It Is hoped that Mr. irunne- 
wcll and Mr. Herbert will both enter 
this year, and there is a possibility of 
several of the best Knglish players vis- 
iting us which wo sincerely trust may 
be realized. In that case a series of 
contests will take place which excite 
the greatest interests among tennis 
lovers. 


Mr.

Kccne, two of the most promising of 
our younger players, will doubtless be 
on band and they are not far behind 
the leaders. Altogether the touriui- 
ment promises to be the best ever held

It looks now as if Congress will not 


finish work and go home before August. 
At least the contest over the vetoed 
pension bills and the situation of the 
Appropriation bills in the .Senate huvo 
caused our law-makers in both ends of 
the Capitol to settle down to the idea 
of such a futc. The prospect of sitting 
three weeks yet, and possibly longer, 
has u rather depressing effect upon 
most of them. The obvious improprie- 
ty of resorting to their shirt sleeves or 
of taking oil their collars and culls 
when they lind it necessary to make a 
speech, makes a long summer session 
very trying to many who are in the 
habit of taking their case in their own 
way when at homo. 
. A' summer session generally melts 
away the meeting, beginning with the 
collar. The Speaker sees collars .drop- 
ping down one after 
another, and 


knows that the members will soon dis- 
appear. Two or three weeks ,of hot 
weather, and more than half the House 
lion dissolved to that there i.s not a quo- 
rum present. The Forty-Fourth Con- 
gross remained in session, I remember, 
until the 15th of August. The Demo- 
crate had gotten the ascendency for 
lint time after the war, and the im- 
peachment of Bclkuap and other mat- 
ters kept them here, but they had a 
hard time getting a quorum. The mem- 
bers had to be sent for and compelled 
to attend the sessions. 


Death has been busy in Congress since 


Tlie drought on Uio Island is very 


severe. In laot it is tho longest con- 
tinued dry spoil that wo have had for 
some years and the crops are suffering 
badly. The hay crop cseaped the dry 
weather, but the fields whore tho hay 
is out are completely dried up tmd in 
many instances look as though a fire 
had rim over them. The potatoes, 
com aud in faot all the 
vegetable 


crops arc being greatly damaged, and 
unless rain comes soon will bo past re- 
vival; ,The roads are in a bad condi- 
tion o\ving to tlie draught. 


Tho convention 
of the 
American 


Bankers' association to bo hold iu Bos- 
ton August 11 aud 12, will afford tho 
tankers of New England a convenient 
opportunity to attend a mooting of that 
association. Of less than 3000 nation- 
al banks iu tlie United States nearly 
000 are in New England, and of a tptal 
of MOO banking institutions of all kinds 
in tho country 1200 are in the six East- 
ern States. But the Bankers' associa- 
tion has less than 200 members from 
all Kow. England, while it has three 
times as many from the West and more 
than twice as many from the South. 


Does Prohibition Prohibit? 


Prohibition in Rhode Island has be- 


come an established fact, and it looks 
as though it had come to stay. • If tlie 
law continues to be enforced in tlio 
future as it has for the past three weeks 
there will no longer be any call for the 
inquiry "Does prohibition prohibit?" 
It has certainly prohibited in this State 
thus far, 
Notwithstanding the croak- 


ing of those half-hearted people who did 
uot believe that liquor selling could be 
stopped, notwithstanding the open hos- 
tility of the Trovidence Journal aud 
other liquor organs of the state, the 
amendment has been thus far quietly 


the present administration came into 
power. Ho has not respected parties, 
and both sides and both branches of 
Congress have suffered. 
Yice-1'resi- 


dent Hendrioks and Senator Miller, of 
California, have passed away from the 
Senate Chamber, while from the House 
were called Representatives Evans, 
nankin, Elwood, Duncan, Halm, and 
Colo.

THltOAT T1EVUBLK. 


In'a large number of cases of Catarrh the 


throat is alfected- as well as tho nasal passages 
ind when such is the case a feeling of irrita- 
:lon, fullness, rawness, tenderness or pain Is 
felt in the throat, Increased upon pressure or 
while swallowing, aud occasionally a distress-

Catarrh manifests itself by a discharge from 


the head, varying in its nature iu diMereut 
cases and even in the same tudividu.il at dif- 
ferent times. It may be a thin, colorless, acrid 
fluid, or a glairy, starch-like sulist.nnce. Gen- 
erally, however, it is a thick, purulent or muco- 
purulent matter, either greenish-yellow, or of 
a (loep green tint, occasionally streaked or 
flecked with blood.

almost irresistible desire to draw the offending 
substance into the throat, a practice popularly 
known as "hawking," and characteristic of 
catarrh. So tenacious is this phlepu in some 
cases, especially in the morning, that the ef- 
forts for its removal frequently cause retching 
and vomiting, and sometime^ it cannot be tils-" 
lodged at all until some food nr drink has been 
taken. 


Again, the offensive matter deposits itself iu

Ulccrations are sometimes 
met with in such cases, which, if unchecked, 
may attack and destroy the bony structure 
of the mi>e, resulting in cerious disfigurement 
of the face.

Manuring The Peach. 


Th« value of muriate of potash and 


line ground bone na a preventive against 
the yellows has eomo to bo generally 
recognized by poach growers since the 
result* of such treatment at the Mass- 
achusetts 
agricultural college were 


made public by Profs, tioessmun and 
Maynard. The report of the New Jer- 
sey experiment station for the pa 
yoar contains an account of an invest 
gation of the poach orchards of tin 
atate that bear out thu results above re 
ferred to. There is ample proof tin 
those who cultivate the mostthorongl 
ly and fertilize thu most judicious! 
reallre the greatest profits in peac 
growing. The healthiest and longcs 
lived orchards in New Jersey are thos 
which have been fertilized with potas 
and phosphoric acid in some form; an 
those who havo used these fertilize! 
are generally intending to try the) 
ttRnin, while those who havo only use 
yard manure or nothing arc looking fo 
something better, in setting an 01 
chard, care is taken*, to throw out an 
tree that looks diseased; and if the ycl 
lows appear in a few trees they are a 
once rooted out and burned. Ono 01 
chard that had received bone and pot 
ash for four years was seeded to elovo 
for ono year, and then plowed nude 


. after a topdrcssing of lime, with a sat- 


isfactory renewal of thrift on the par 
of the old trees. 


.Many cultivators do not rightly dis 


criminate between the yellows and th 
effect of the borer, attributing the of 
fccte of the one to the other. Some o 
tlio sure indications of yellows are tin 
dying of the twigs, n rough, priukl) 
bark'"along tholimbs, and promatun 
ripening of the fruit, which usually has 
arcil'flesli and bitter twste. The borers 
work is usually 'known- by a gumni} 
snUstahc'o or castings at the base of tin 
tree at the surface of the ground, am' 
by yellow leaves when their work is 
carried to any extent. The remedy foi 
borers is to dig them out with a shur) 
knife-in Juno nnd August.

Crumbly Butter. 


An export' butter maker, the gilt- 


edge' product of whoso dairy finds reg- 
ular customers in Boston at more than 
fifty cents per pound, ono week last 
spring was notified by bis sidesman 
there that liis butter was Inferior in 
quality, falling far below his. usual 
high standard. An investigation of 
tlio cause proved that running short of 
his regular stock of early-cut hay, ho 
had bought several tons of bay of a 
neighbor, which hay proved to bo of a 
cut long after it was ripe, a dry, stalky 
grass, full of woody fibre nnd lacking 
in those palatable nnd nutrtious quali- 
ties pertaining to sweet, early-cut, well- 
oured grass. Again, his cows, usually 
boiUlert with dry sawdust, were bedded 
with bright, well-cured straw. The 
cows, dissatisfied witli tlio late-cut hay, 
had mado part of their ration of the 
straw in use for bedding. 


Note the result. Prime butter should 


break or out like wax. The knife cuts 
smoothly through the print or lump, 
leaving but a slight dampness ou the 
blade. Such is the result of n judi- 
cious ration ot grain and envly-cut bay. 


• The substitution of ovor-ri]io liny nnd 


straw in the ration of the cow nt once 
changes the character of butter to n 
crumbly ninss, lacking the waxy con- 
sistency of choice butter. Such butter 
"when out by the knife rolls down both 
sides in n crumbly condition. It lacks 
the tiavor and character so essential to 
the make-up of gilt-edge butter, and 
sells at a very ordinary price. Causes 
so apparently 
insignificant ns the 


change in feeding late-out and over- 
ripe hay, where previously the aromat- 
ic, succulent, soft, early-cut grass form- 
ed the principal part of the ration, re- 
duce tlio quality of the product from 
"gilt edge" to ordinary. The success-

watches and guards 


against such changes in the cows' ra- 
tion. 


Sulphur For The Grape Mildew. 


Sulphur is the remedy used for the 


mildew in California vineyards with 
great success. 
Prof. Hilgard recom- 


mends dusting on Uie sulphur (either 
the ground or sublimated article) while 
the leaves are moist with dew. The 
powder then remains adherent to the 
leaves instead of being blown away by 
the first wind: nnd thus the disinfect- 
ing action is maiutained for a length of 
time, as it is necessary it should be, 
since the effect is not instantaneous, 
but depends upon the gradual forma- 
tion of sulphur vapor. The latter is 
formed more or less at all ordinary 
temperature.^ as is obvious from the 
we'd known odor, which is especially 


is thin: Take green burdock leaves 
and (talks, run them through » buy 
cutter, put them in a largo kettle or 
tub, and mash ihem with an old axe or 
mall, adding water and pounding them 
to it pulp. lot it stand over night, 
have the decoction strong, and when 
you see the first sign of the maggot 
use this, and you will find it a dead 
shot for the maggot. Put it on all the 
onions as a preventive; I havo used it 
for 40 years, not only on onions, but on 
lambs in the spring when they get fly 
blown after being altered.
